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W: have just completed what has probably been 
the most exciting decade the Art Gallery of 
Ontario has had in its history. 

This past year has seen the Gallery confirm its place 
among the leading galleries and museums in the 
western world with its presentation of the Treasures of 
Tutankhamun exhibition. No other exhibition in our ex- 
perience or that of the nation has generated so much 
public enthusiasm. During 1979 our physical plant was 
tested to the utmost with over one million people visiting 
our various exhibitions. Our staff proved itself to be 
highly professional and creative, our Volunteer Com- 
mittee to be indefatigable and resourceful and our 
Board of Trustees to be strong and courageous. 

Public expectation regarding our exhibition program 
has been raised once again and every effort must be 
made in the months ahead to strengthen the Curatorial 
Department of the Gallery. The major shows, including 
Turner and van Gogh, which the curators are initiating 
and organizing place an enormous strain on the limited 
manpower resources of that overworked group. 

Our Membership had grown to 44,000 and now 
stands as one of the largest on the North American 
continent. Members’ previews are heavily attended 
and continue to add an important dimension to our 
activities. 

In the areas of private funding, the Gallery now en- 
joys the financial support of hundreds of corporations, 
individuals and foundations whose donations are sup-

plying us with much needed funds to augment our 
collection. In addition to these donations are the 
important gifts of works of art we have received from 
private collectors.

We have been fortunate in the support and assis- 
tance we have received from various levels of govern- 
ment and we record our appreciation. We are grateful 
to the Province of Ontario and its Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation, the National Museums Corporation, 
the Canada Council and the Municipality of Metropoli- 
tan Toronto. We would also like to extend thanks for spe- 
cial assistance from the Department of External Affairs 
and the National Museums Corporation for arrange- 
ments for the Treasures of Tutankhamun. 

We look confidently to the future. We have in store an 
exciting year, and stand ready to face the challenge of 
the 1980s. 

On behalf of the Board of Trustees, I would like to ex- 
press their appreciation to all associated with the Art 
Gallery of Ontario- William J. Withrow, the Director, 
and his capable staff, the Volunteer Committee, our 
fund raisers, our members and the public.

Director’s Report 


A: the President has indicated, 1979-80 will unques- 
tionably be recorded as the year of Tut. The exhi- 
bition was undertaken for two main reasons: first, we 
believed that Canadians should have an opportunity to 
see the show and that, in view of the Royal Ontario 
Museum’s inability to stage it because of their current 
expansion program, the Art Gallery of Ontario was the 
place for it. Second, it was obviously a great vehicle for 
audience development. Its spectacular success rested on 
the fact that it was more than an art event; it was a 
sociological phenomenon- appealing to a much broader 
audience than art museums can normally attract. The 
permanent benefits to the Art Gallery of Ontario are yet 
to be determined, of course, but it appears that we have 
not only raised our profile within our local community 
but are now on the list of North American art institutions 
able to handle major international loan exhibitions. 

It would be a mistake, however, to regard this last year 
as entirely devoted to the Treasures of Tutankhamun. 
The program presented by the Gallery both before and 
after Tutankhamun was rich and varied and marked by 
many events of outstanding quality. 

The staff are to be congratulated for carrying on their 
usual high level of daily services to the community in 
spite of the excitement and disruption of Tut. As the 
various Branch and Departmental reports which follow 
prove, our wide range of professional responsibilities to 
the larger museum world and in particular to our sister 
institutions in Ontario, to the formal educational system 
in this province from elementary to graduate school, to 
artists, collectors and the general public were not 
neglected. Loans of art were shipped out. Conservation 
work was done. Help and advice went out as usual. 

With regret I must record the departure from the 
Gallery of one of our Officers and one of our Branch 
Heads. After fourteen years with the Art Gallery of 
Ontario, Mr. Michael George retired in March of this 
year. Secretary-Ireasurer from 1966 to 1979, in his last 
year with the Gallery Mr. George assumed the monumen- 
tal task of managing the Treasures of Tutankhamun 
exhibition. We wish him well in his retirement. 

Mrs. Nancy Hushion, well known to her many col- 
leagues throughout Canada and in particular in the 
Province of Ontario as Head of Extension Services, left 
the Gallery in June 1979 after almost three years in that 
position, to become Visual Arts Officer at the Ontario 
Arts Council. Mrs. Hushion has been associated with the 
Extension Department since 1973. 

In July Monsieur Denis Vaugeois, Minister of Cultural 
Affairs for the Province of Quebec visited us with a large 
delegation of his colleagues, including government and 
museum professionals. He was so impressed by our 
facilities, staff and program that he sent several other 
delegations of officials engaged in plans for the expan- 
sion of museum buildings and services in Quebec City. 
We in Ontario tend to take our situation for granted. 

As Director, I would like to make a small contribution 
to rectifying that mistake by thanking some of the people 
who make it all happen. It must have been evident to 
many visitors to Tut that the staff of the Gallery is extra-

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ordinarily devoted and hard-working. They are first 
on my list. Close behind come the Volunteer Committee 
and the Gallery volunteers. The latter were increased 
for Tut to number about 2,000. Without them, the Tut 
show would not have been possible. Our dedicated 
Board with its 15 hard-working Committees deserves 
special thanks for it is their willingness to give both time 
and money which sets the example for the community. 
The President, Mr. R. Fraser Elliott, must be particularly 
mentioned as he completes his two-year term. We are 
especially grateful for his effective interest in setting up 
the Development Office and thus dramatically strength- 
ening our support from the private sector and for his in- 
terest in Curatorial matters, especially the enlargement 
of our Conservation Department. 

The Gallery year 1979-80 certainly has closed off the 
decade with style. It launched us full of optimism and 
confidence into the 80s. For this we will always be 
grateful.

Exhibitions 
he year was an unusual one because of the 
Treasures of Tutankhamun exhibition. Its two- 
month installation in the Old Masters Galleries and the 
extensive preparation and installation activities which 
preceded and followed considerably curtailed the reg- 
ular program of changing exhibitions. The curatorial 
department nevertheless originated several important 
exhibitions which had the special virtue of advancing 
the exploration and cataloguing of the Gallery’s perma- 
nent collection. Selections-Klamer Family Gift of Inuit 
Art, organized by Marie Fleming, Acting Curator of 
Contemporary Canadian Art, was the first step 
towards the full presentation of the contents of that ex- 
traordinary gift, furthered during the year by the con- 
tracting of Ms. Jean Blodgett to begin cataloguing the 
Klamer Family Gift and prepare a major exhibition 
scheduled for 1982. Humorist Walter Trier: Selections 
from the Trier-Fodor Foundation Gift, organized by Mrs. 
Marta Hurdalek, Assistant Curator who also prepared 
the exhibition catalogue/handbook, was the climax toa 
series of on-going exhibitions celebrating that signifi- 
cant gift. Selected Impressions: Recent Acquisitions of 
Master Prints from the 15th-20th Century, with a 
catalogue by Ms. Katharine Lochnan, Curator of Prints 
and Drawings, further charted the growing works-on- 


paper collection. An extended installation of the Moore 
holdings accompanied the Gallery’s most important 
publication event of the year, the appearance of the 
catalogue, The Moore Collection in the Art Gallery of 
Ontario, by Dr. Alan Wilkinson, Curator of Modern 
European Sculpture. As part of the continuing explora- 
tion of and presentation of the work of younger Cana- 
dian artists, Marie Fleming organized Louis Comtois: 
Paintings 1974-1979. 

In their respective areas of responsibility, curators 
balanced the program with a number of touring exhibi- 
tions including Our Own Country Canada, organized by 
Dennis Reid, Curator of Canadian Historical Art, while 
at the National Gallery of Canada; and Charles Gagnon, 
Louis de Niverville Retrospective and Jackie Winsor in 
contemporary art. Several artists, Canadian and non- 
Canadian, were presented in exhibitions of works on 
paper: Daniel Fowler, Paul Klee, Henri Matisse, and 
David Hockney. Photographers exhibited were Nina 
Raginsky, Robert Frank and John Henry Hinton; and 
architecture was represented by Transformations in 
Modern Architecture from the Museum of Modern Art. 
The Treasures of Tutankhamun also necessitated two 
reinstallations of the Gallery’s permanent collection; 
the first in the Sam and Ayala Zacks Galleries which 
provided a surprisingly intimate atmosphere for the 
Old Masters paintings; the second, the reinstallation 
downstairs, where it was decided to leave the plywood 
panelling from the Treasures of Tutankhamun exhi- 
bition on the walls and experiment with colour, as 
opposed to neutral, backgrounds for the paintings. 


Acquisitions 

The additions to the painting and sculpture collection 
this year were modest in number, but each, whether 
purchase or gift, was exceptional. The most important 
Old Master acquisition was The Mass of St. Gregory, a 
panel painting by the 15th century French master 
Simon Marmion. The gifts of paintings were Les Jeunes 
Demoiselles, 1930 by Jacques Villon, from Mr. Vincent 
Tovell; Silver Liz, 1960 by Andy Warhol, from Mrs. Else 
Landauer in memory of her husband, Walter Landauer; 
and Chalk Separates, 1971 by Helen Frankenthaler, 
given in memory of Alfred W. Rogers. Through pur- 
chase, two prominent contemporary European paint- 
ers, Gerhard Richter and Roman Opalka were given 
first representation in the collection. 

In the area of sculpture the outstanding addition was 
Poupée by Pablo Picasso, a wood carving from 1907. 
Contemporary acquisitions were Dancer by Giacomo 
Manzu, gift of Mr. Carl M. Frankel; Robert Smithson’s 
Gypsum Nonsite: Benton, California, 1968, and a 1962 
drawing by David Smith. 

The additions to the Print and Drawing collection 
were more numerous. Major purchases include Sunset, 
an 1860 water colour by Samuel Palmer; The Artist’s 
Mother in the Studio, a pencil drawing by Edouard 
Vuillard; and an etching by C.W. Kolbe. Gifts were 
especially generous and included the Faust suite of 
lithographs by Eugene Delacroix from the Richard and 


Jean Ivey Fund; a Whistler lithotint from Norcen Energy 
Resources Ltd.; a Daumier lithograph from the Trier- 
Fodor Foundation and a William Holman Hunt etching 
from Touche Ross, a third large group of prints from Mr. 
and Mrs. Ralph Presgrave, a group of prints from Anna 
Hoyt Mavor, and a Chagall lithograph from Dr. and Mrs. 
Gilbert Bagnani. Acquisition of international contem- 
porary works on paper was entirely through gifts from 
Mr. Duane J. MacMillan, Mr. Walter Carsen, and Mr. 
Aaron Milrad. From an anonymous donor came Trade- 
mark Utilization (Trademarket) 1971 by Vito Acconci. 

Because of Wintario matching funds and generous 
gifts, additions to the collection of Canadian art were 
again substantial. Major gifts include 344 works by FH. 
Varley as part of an ongoing series of gifts of Mrs. 
Donald McKay; Arthur Lismer, Georgian Bay near Go 
Home Bay, 1926, from Mr. and Mrs. W.C. Harris, and 
important works from Mrs. Kathleen D. Steiner, Mr. 
Jennings D. Young, Mr. Richard J. Pearsall, Dr. and 
Mrs. Max Stern, Mrs. Gordon Conn, Marjorie Lismer 
Bridges, Mira Godard, Mr. and Mrs. A. Bram Appel and 
an anonymous donor. 

Purchase highlights in Canadian Historical art were 
Bertram Brooker, Phyllis (Piano! Piano!), 1934; J.W.G. 
Macdonald, Departing Day, 1935; Paul Emile Borduas, 
Les oignons rouges, 1941; Richard Maynard, seven photo- 
graphs, c. 1885; and Paul Peel, After the Bath, 1890. 

Acquisitions of Contemporary Canadian art include 
John Massey, A Directed View (the first two rooms), 
1979; Andre Fauteux, Stairway to Heaven, 1978; 
Murray Favro, Propellor Engine, 1978; Michael Snow, 
iris-IRIS, 1979; Paterson Ewen, Cloud Over Water, 1979; 
and works on paper by Guido Molinari, Mary Janitch 
and Norval Morrisseau. 


Departmental Activities 

In addition to carrying out the acquisition and exhibi- 
tion programs for the current year, curators were ac- 
tively engaged in research of the collection and for 
future exhibitions, as well as writing, lecturing and 
teaching. 

The Registration Department reports that during the 
fiscal year it accessioned into the collection 438 works 
of art. During the year 152 loans to the Gallery and 365 
loans from the Gallery to other institutions were pro- 
cessed. Most important among the latter, in addition to 
numerous loans to Canadian institutions, were Pablo 
Picasso, Seated Woman, to The Spirit of Surrealism at 
the Cleveland Museum of Art; Pablo Picasso, Nude with 
Clasped Hands to Post-Impressionism at the Royal 
Academy of the Arts, London; Jean Léon Gér6éme, The 
Antique Pottery Painter to the Romantics to Rodin at the 
Los Angeles County Museum of Art; George Romney, A 
Brooding Man, to the Fuseli Circle in Rome at the Yale 
Center for British Art; Fernand Léger, Femme a Genou 
to the Minneapolis Institute of Fine Arts; Jim Dine, Black 
Bathroom and Robert Morris, Wheels to Pop And 
Minimal Artists Then and Now at the Walker Art 
Center; Robert Murray, To and Swing to Robert Murray 
at the Dayton Art Institute.

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No works of art were sold or de-accessioned during 
1979-80. 

The Chief Conservator, Mr. Eduard Zukowski reports 
that he and his department carried out complete 
restoration of 14 Canadian and seven European paint- 
ings and cleaned and revarnished another 15 works, as 
well as performing preventive conservation of 426 
works on paper. In addition to work done on Gallery 
exhibitions and collections, it is estimated that 60 hours 
of conservation work were done for Art Rental, 360 
hours for Extension Services, 380 working hours were 
devoted to Treasures of Tutankhamun and 50 hours to 
The Grange. 

Photographic Services continued photography of 
works of art for acquisition records, exhibitions, 
catalogue publications and reproduction uses. During 
the year 562 works of art were photographed, 1,098 
negatives produced and 6,447 photo-prints issued, the 
latter an increase of 30% over last year. 217 location 
assignments were completed-an increase of 60%-to 
document exhibitions and support programs including 
all activities related to the Treasures of Tutankhamun. 
The department issued 570 black and white photo- 
graphs and transparencies for editorial and academic 


users and to other museums, primarily by mail order. 
Other on-going activities include the accessioning and 
cataloguing of photographic resources, the program of 
supplying slides of the permanent collection and from 
the Gallery’s major exhibitions, and the transaction of 
rights and reproduction permission in connection with 
copyright clearances and royalty payments. The de- 
partment is frequently consulted by other organizations 
and institutions concerning specialized areas of 
photography, cataloguing, copyrights, and service pro- 
cedures. Assistance during the past year was given to 
12 institutions and 15 individuals. 

The Preparation Department installed over 45 exhi- 
bitions for Curatorial, Education, the Reproduction 
Shop, Art Rental and The Grange. The total number of 
works of art installed exceeded 3,200. As well, Prepa- 
ration handled the packing and crating of over 300 
works of art for exhibition loan purposes. The depart- 
ment was intimately involved with the Treasures of 
Tutankhamun with the refurbishment of the Old Master 
Galleries to house the exhibition, construction of 
lighting fixtures, movement of artifacts and the 
maintenance of the exhibition during its period on 
display. 


The Edward P. Taylor Reference Library 

The increased generosity of donors to the Library and 
increased attendance and use of the Library are 
memorable features of the past year. 

Owing to the initiative of the Development Depart- 
ment, the Library was the recipient of some $2,000 in 
additional funds, and $700 was received for the 
Elizabeth Hendrie Memorial Fund. 

More than double the number of readers used the 
Library: 5,602 (compared to 2,493 in 1978/79); 12,850 
volumes and 4,435 files were consulted (compared to 
9,758 and 3,053 in 1978/79). The number of requests for 
information answered by telephone climbed from 4,520 
in 1978/79 to 6,150 in 1979/80. 

Acquisitions included 1134 exhibition catalogues, 
135 dealers’ catalogues and 515 books. The Library 
sent in exchange 825 Art Gallery of Ontario catalogues. 

A display of books and prints entitled Imitations and 
Facsimiles (16th-19th century) was organized by the 
Librarian on the occasion of the 15th Annual Con- 
ference on Editorial Problems and was held from 27 
October to 23 November, 1979. It was accompanied by 
a catalogue. 


The Grange 


he Decorative Arts Department of the Gallery is a 

gentleman’s house built in 1817 and restored to the 
period 1835-40. The visitor finds costumed staff ready 
to help him enjoy his visit to 19th century York. 

This year during the Tutankhamun exhibition an 
average of 600 people a day discovered the house and 
its interesting program. 

A full program of lectures, talks and exhibitions was 
held. The exhibitions this year were Best Wishes- 
Greeting Cards in the 19th Century, Dolls and Their 
Houses, Folk Art in Upper Canada, The Flamboyant 
Victorians-Goldwin Smith’s Grange, The Nineteenth 
Century Gentleman, The Clockmaker’s Shop, The 
Chinese Influence on 19th Century Houses, and Time 
Savers and Other Necessary Gadgets. 

During the summer students from Experience °79 
continued with the establishment of the Archives of the 
Gallery. Under the Records Management Program the 
final rearrangement and indexing of the material in 
written, visual and audio form which covers the period 
1900 to the present is progressing slowly. 

The Grange staff was called upon to act as instruc- 
tors at seminars and lectures and to train staff in their 
own kitchens. The Keeper is the Ontario Governor for 
the North East Museums Conference of the American 
Association of Museums and is a member of the 
Executive of ICOM Canada.

Education Branch 


he Tutankhamun exhibition dominated education 

activities during the past year as 6,000 Ontario 
schools were supplied with a learning kit and almost 
100,000 students attended the Gallery in organized 
groups to see this outstanding display. The 28 full-time 
and 27 part-time staff, with the help of 40 volunteers, 
also carried on normal programs much of the year. Visits 
were made by staff to other institutions and conferences 
and students from U. of T. and Queen’s Faculties of 
Education were given training as were Museology 
students. Many professional colleagues visited and were 
impressed by our programs. 


Elementary School Tours 

This touring program was interrupted for several 
months during the time of the Tutankhamun exhibition. 
In its place, with funds generously provided by Simpsons- 
Sears Limited, an experimental program called ‘‘Bub- 
bles’’ was conducted for physically and mentally han- 
dicapped children. The value of this project was not only 
in the joy and learning it gave to over 1,200 students, but 
also as a way of establishing the Gallery’s credentials in 
the field of education for the handicapped. 

The normal touring program was held during the rest 
of the year, offering a choice of eight programs to 
students in grades two to eight. It was booked to capacity 
months in advance and observed by hosts of visitors. 

‘Hands On,’ a space for families to share in visual 
discovery before viewing the Gallery collections, was 
open on Sunday afternoons, during Spring Break and 
summer holidays. 


Secondary School Tours 

Tours, special exhibitions and new projects have in- 
volved the Secondary School Tours department this year. 
Introductory programs to the Tutankhamun exhibition 
were taken out to 13 Toronto schools involving 12,000 
students. During the exhibition, touring of the Gallery’s 
Permanent Collection continued on a limited basis. 

With the Activity Centre a popular all-day program 
was started in which an art historical tour in the morn- 
ing was followed in the afternoon by a practical study of 
the techniques involved. 

To encourage interdisciplinary studies the department 
mounted the exhibition Painters and Poets. Rare books 
were combined with the British Collection and brought 
many English and Theatre Arts as well as Art students to 
the Gallery. 


Activity Centre 

Virtually every aspect of the Activity Centre program 
increased with a total of over 10,000 student/periods in 
the Gallery School program. The Studio Visit attendance 
figures reached over 13,500 with Senior School registra- 
tion tripling that of last year. 

The Summer Scholarship classes completed their 
third consecutive year funded by an Outreach grant 
from the Ministry of Culture and Recreation. Nearly 
twenty former Scholarship students were currently 
enrolled in full time studies in fine arts in Ontario col- 
leges and universities.

“Try Your Skill’? added another four Sundays to its 
schedule and, with Spring Break period, brought atten- 
dance of 2,500. 

The popular Animation Workshop was held again for 
the fourth consecutive year with full registration and 
250 people attending its annual film screening.

Adult Academic Program 

The non-credit courses, lecture series, gallery talks and 
other academic programs continued to be eagerly sup- 
ported by Members and public alike. An eight-week 
course ‘‘Masterpieces in Western Art from the 
Renaissance to the Modern Age’”’ was given in the sum- 
mer of 1979, while in the early autumn two shorter 
courses were offered, “Romantic Art in England: 
Hogarth to the Pre-Raphaelites’”’ and ‘“‘The Canadian 
Landscape.’ The Thursday Morning Lecture Series 
featured contemporary Canadian art. Following the 
Tutankhamun exhibition, our programs resumed in 
February with ten-week courses on ‘The Italian 
Renaissance,’ ‘French and British Painting, 1750- 
1860” and “‘Art Now: Contemporary Canadian and 
American Art Since 1945.’ 


Public Programs 

As integral parts of its public programming for the year, 
the Gallery continued to present diversified series of 
lectures, concerts, performances, and video and film 
programs. 

‘Aspects of Performance”’ explored new areas with 
the works of Raymond Gervais, Jill Kroesen and Stuart 
Sherman. “‘Dance into Performance’’ presented new 
works by Marie Chouinard and Elizabeth Chitty. 

A wide variety of musical events was scheduled 
throughout the year and public speakers included 
Dennis Reid, Jackie Winsor, Ellen Johnson, Dr. David 
Burnett, Arthur Drexler, Tod Papageorge and Dr. 
Julius Held. 

Major film series for 1979-80 featured a six-week 
survey of New Narrative in Contemporary Film, a four- 
week Homage to Jean Renoir and a three-month ex- 
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ploration of The Dirty Thirties. Other programs 
highlighted the work of independent filmmakers 
Howard Guttenplan and Charles Gagnon and also in- 
cluded a survey of contemporary French Experimental 
Cinema art, selections from the 1979 Whitney Biennial 
Film Exhibition and Recent Experimental Works by 
Canadians. 


Edward P. Taylor Audio-Visual Centre 

The expanded program of the Edward P. Taylor Audio- 
Visual Centre served borrowers throughout Canada on 
an experimental basis this past year. A total of 1,629 
loans was made to individuals, educational institutions 
and galleries involving 40,689 slides, 254 media kits 
and 67 video-tapes. Nearly 600 persons made use of the 
Centre’s video facilities and 216 film loans supported 
noon-hour films and didactic programming. Several 
important additions were made to the video collection 
(works by Eric Cameron, Colin Campbell, Falardeau 
and Poulin) and a generous donation from Northern 
Telecom allowed us to purchase Canadian experimen- 
tal film. 


Media Productions 
An extensive film, video, concert and performance pro- 
gram kept the staff of Media Productions busy with 
technical services. Prior to the Tutankhamun exhibition 
the lecture hall was used extensively for Shawabty and 
public orientation and lectures and during the exhibi- 
tion, the 16mm projection equipment ran non-stop 
showing the film ‘“‘Of Times, Tombs and Treasures.” 
In-house productions included slide packages for the 
Painters and Poets exhibition, a ‘‘Morris & Co.” didactic 
installation in the lower lobby and ‘‘Hands On.’ 


Extension Services 


| Pro Services continued its mandate to offer 
exhibitions to centres within as well as outside the 
Province. One hundred and ninety-nine thousand, seven 
hundred and seventeen viewers attended 32 exhibitions 
which travelled to 65 centres, including five out-of- 
province and two outside Canada, for a total of 125 book- 
ings. The successful national tour of A Canadian Survey: 
selected works from the Collection of Imperial Oil Limited 
concluded at the Art Gallery of Ontario in January. 
Major exhibitions which began their circuit in 1979/80 
included Selected Impressions: Recent Acquisitions of 
Master Prints from the 15th to 20th Century, Drawings 
from Punch, Hogarth’s London, and Equipment for Eter- 
nity, Egyptian Arts and Crafts of the New Kingdom 1570 
to 1085 B.C., a joint project of the Art Gallery of Ontario 
and the Royal Ontario Museum. As the year drew to a 
close, the keenly anticipated exhibition of illuminated 
manuscripts, Ketubah: The Jewish Marriage Contract, 
opened in Gallery E. 

Contact, a program of smaller exhibitions designed to 
reach communities with limited access and facilities for 
major exhibitions, continued to expand in 1979/80 with 
six new exhibitions, in addition to the six circulating 
from the previous year, for a total of 51 bookings. A 
follow-up study, including a questionnaire, was initiated 
and circulated to centres receiving Contact in order to 
invite response and assess the program.

The ‘‘Artists with their Work”’ program was redirect- 
ed to painting and sculpture and their multi-disciplinary 
and contemporary offshoots: film, photography, video, 
projects and performance. The “‘Artists with their 
Work” catalogue was updated to reflect this new focus, 
as well as to provide a revised selection of participating 
artists. The first of a bi-annual Newsletter was produced 
to keep centres informed of the direction and activities of 
“Artists with their Work.’ Thirty-one artists participated 
in 40 exhibitions in 26 communities, to explain his or her 
work by means of lectures, workshops or participation in 
related community activities. 

Requests from various galleries for more educational 
resource material to accompany Extension exhibitions 
resulted in the creation of the Projectbooks. Fifty-three 
Projectbooks containing educational support material 
were sent to 27 centres receiving A Canadian Survey: 
selected works from the Collection of Imperial Oil 
Limited, 100 Years of the Poster in Canada, The Queen’s 
Silver Jubilee Art Collection and The Work of Art: Six Ar- 
tists. The Projectbook Co-ordinator undertook research 
to produce a General Projectbook and Supplements and 
acted as a liaison and resource person between Exten- 
sion Services and provincial gallery educators. 

The Supplement to accompany the exhibition Ketu- 
bah: The Jewish Marriage Contract was completed and 
sent to the first centres receiving the exhibition. This

_ Notes to Financial Statements march 31, i980 


1. Summary of significant accounting policies 
The financial statements of the Art Gallery of Ontario 
_ present the financial position and results of operations 
within the framework of the accounting policies 
summarized below: 
(a) Fund accounting- 
In order to ensure observance of jiuitalione and 
restrictions placed on the use of resources available to 
the Gallery, the accounts of the Gallery are 
maintained in accordance with the principles of ‘‘fund 
accounting’. This is the procedure by which resources 
for various purposes are classified for accounting and 
reporting purposes into funds that are in accordance 
with activities or objectives as specified by the donors 
or in accordance with the directives issued by the 
Board of Trustees. Separate accounts are maintained 
for each fund to ensure observance of limitations and 
restrictions placed on the use of resources. Transfers 
between the funds are made when considered 
appropriate. For financial reporting purposes, the 
funds have been classified into two funds: 
(i) The general funds include the day-to-day 
operating transactions of the Gallery’s activities. 
(ii) The capital funds are comprised of funds which 
are not available to meet operating expenditures. 
The acquisition fund is primarily for the purchase of 
art and includes, at a nominal value of $1,000, the 


Gallery’s collection of works of art which have been 


donated to the Gallery or purchased by it. The 
volunteer activities fund (including Art Rental Ser- 
vice, Jewellery Shop, Reproduction Shop, and other 
activities) is operated by the Volunteer Committee 
and is primarily for the purchase of art or other 
items of a capital nature. The building fund includes 
amounts that are designated to finance aint of 
the Gallery’s facilities and major repairs. 
(b) Basis of financial statements -~ i 
The financial statements of the Gallery have been 
prepared generally on the accrual basis except that 
(a) funds used to acquire works of art and completed 
facilities are accounted for as expenditures and 
depreciation on Gallery facilities is not provided (b) 
membership fees are included in revenue as received 
and (c) interest income is included in revenue as 
received.

(d) Fixed assets - 
The land, buildings, building additions and equipment 
used by the Gallery are the property of the Gallery. 


_ The value of fixed assets has been excluded from the 


balance sheet except for a nominal carrying value. 
Construction costs incurred during major expansion 
programs are accumulated in the building fund, then, 
upon completion of the programs, are written off to the 
building fund balance. Equipment purchased is 
included in current operating expenditures ($90,000 in 
1980; 1979-$233,000). Accordingly, no depreciation is 
provided in the accounts. 

(e) Investments-- 

Investments are carried at cost in the absence of any 
evidence of permanent impairment of value. Any gains 
on sale of investments are recorded at the date of sale 
or maturity and represent the difference between the 


net proceeds and the carrying value of the investment. 


(f) Inventories- 


Inventories of materials and supplies used in the 
| Gallery’s services and activities are valued at the 


lower of cost or net realizable value. 


- (g) Pension plan- 


The Gallery maintains a pension plan providing retire- 
ment and death benefits to all its employees. The costs 
of the Gallery pension plan are expensed in the year 
premiums or required fundings are payable. (See also 


| note 5). 


(h}) Grants- 

Grants are included in the statement of activity in the 
year in which the designated program is carried out. 
Details of grants earned during the year are set out in 
note 4, 

{i) Province of Ontario financing- 


‘In 1971, the Province of Ontario agreed to provide the 


Gallery $12,750,000 over ten years for the expansion of 
Gallery facilities and the entire amount was received 
by March 31, 1978. The Gallery issued $12,250,000 of 
debentures to the Ontario Universities Capital Aid 
Corporation for a portion of the amounts received from 
the Province. Payments of debenture principal and 
interest are to be made by the Treasury Department of 
the Province of Ontario on behalf of the Gallery. As 

it is expected the Province of Ontario will continue to 
make these grants, the outstanding debentures of 


$11,485,000 at March 31, 1980 (1979-$11,639,000) are 


not recorded as a liability and interest expense and 
the related grants are not recorded in the accounts. 

(j) Appropriations-. 

From time to time, the Trustees appropriate funds to be 
used for operations and capital costs in a future fiscal 
period, at which future time the appropriations are 
reversed and the costs are recorded in the accounts of 


the Gallery. 


2. Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation 
The Art Gallery of Ontario Foundation is incorporated 
under the laws of Ontario as a separate corporation 


without share capital and receives and manages the 


endowment funds of the Art Gallery. Accordingly, the 
accounts of the Foundation are not included in the 
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accompanying financial statements. Funds from the 
Foundation are transferred to the Gallery when Hi 
approved by the Board of Trustees of the Foundation, |

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resource manual provides the galleries with additional 
research material not readily accessible in their com- 
munities. Other activity undertaken by the Projectbook 
Co-ordinator included docent training, the establishment 
of a loan library of earlier Projectbooks and contact with 
special interest groups. 

Speakers Service evolved into a cost-shared program 
between Extension Services and the centres booking 
speakers. Sixteen lectures were given by Education 
staff in conjunction with Extension exhibitions on a 
broad range of general art history topics. 

Technical Advisory Services continued to work with 
various communities and organizations, providing ad- 
vice on major projects involving new construction 
and/or renovations to existing gallery spaces. Thirteen 
art centres were visited, numerous written and verbal 
requests were responded to and eight outside person- 
nel were trained in preparation, circulation and instal- 
lation of works of art. 

Technical Services was actively involved in centre 
evaluations and all aspects of exhibition assembly: 
framing, crating, display and the installation and dis- 
mantling of 99 exhibitions. 

Extension Services staff continued their active in- 
volvement in committees, training seminars and pro- 
jects of organizations such as the Ontario Association 
of Art Galleries and the Ontario Crafts Council. 


Physical Plant 


Maintenance Department 


his past year has been a particularly busy one for all 

departments at the Gallery. During the late summer 
and early fall the Maintenance Department was of major 
assistance in preparations for the Tutankhamun ex- 
hibition, and in the refurbishing of the building as it 
returned to normal operation for the 1980 season. 


Public Affairs Branch 


Dz: the year the Public Affairs Branch expanded 
its responsibilities to include the Gallery Bookshop 
and the Publications Department. The moves were basic 
to a plan to consolidate and rationalize the related 
activities of those two departments and the Design Unit. 

There has been an exceptional growth in Membership 
during the first twelve months, stimulated largely by the 
public interest in the Tutankhamun exhibition. At the 
close of the year there were over 40,000 Gallery 
members which helped swell attendance at various 
events. Attendance at the evening Spring Preview, for 
example, was almost 4,000. 

The Gallery continued its active publishing program. 
A new Members’ publication, The Gallery, was intro- 
duced in the early summer of 1979. A joint effort of 
several departments in the branch, with contributions 
from all areas of the Gallery, it provides greater space 
for stories and pictures about exhibitions and activities. 
Notable among other publications produced was a major 
work, The Moore Collection in the Art Gallery of Ontario, 
by Dr. Alan G. Wilkinson. 

The design work involved in the Tutankhamun exhibi- 
tion was a massive undertaking, yet the Design Unit also 
met its normal demands. It also continued to win awards 
in Canada, the United States and overseas. 

Other departments of the branch also carried a great- 
ly increased workload due to the exhibition. This was 
especially true of the Co-ordination and Information 
departments; in the first place because there were many 
more activities; in the second, because of the vastly 
increased volume of visitors. Total attendance during the 
year was in excess of 1,000,000. 

This exceptionally high attendance was the fruit of an 
enormously successful promotion campaign for Tutank- 
hamun and the efforts of the Communications Depart- 
ment which maintained constant balanced coverage of 
exhibitions and events in local, national and interna- 
tional media. 

Finally, the branch is grateful for the higly construc- 
tive and supportive role played by the Community Rela- 
tions Committee throughout the year. Composed of 
Trustees, Volunteers, Staff and representatives of other 
visual arts organizations, the committee provides a most 
effective forum for discussion of a wide range of topics of 
public interest. 


Volunteer Committee 


he 34th year of Volunteer activity in the Art Gallery 

of Ontario was a spectacular one! This was primari- 
ly due to the visit of the Treasures of Tutankhamun. An 
additional 1800 volunteers, some specifically for Tut and 
others to augment on-going projects, were recruited, 
bringing the Volunteer force to almost 2,000. 

Unfazed, the Committee continued the smooth-running 
operation of on-going programs such as Dinner Tours, 
Art in the Morning, Filmfare, Gallery Hopping, Art 
Tours, Art Rental Service, adding increased staffing and 
inventory in The Jewellery and Reproduction Shops. The 
commitment to Docent tours, Membership desk, work in 
Gallery departments and The Grange was maintained. 

Processing, telephoning, interviewing and placing the 
new volunteers- called ‘‘Shawabtys’’- took many months 
of concentrated volunteer time. During the exhibition, 
Committee members acting as Shift Captains worked 
seven days a week, seven a.m. to midnight, in addition to 
their own regular placement. 

Outreach to the community was undertaken by both 
the Junior and Volunteer Committees, specially trained 
by Ron Leprohon, Egyptologist on staff. Their slide 
presentation and talk was well received by 121 school 
groups and 80 diverse community groups. Several am- 
bitious new projects were directly related to the 
Tutankhamun exhibition. After viewing the Treasures of 
Tutankhamun at the gallery, guests at a gala opening 
Preview and Dinner Dance dined amid exotic Egyptian 
decor, complete with whirling dervish, belly dancers 
and camels. Throughout the exhibition a small shop, 
Chocolate Treasures, appealed to those with a taste 
for chocolate souvenirs. Package tours which included 
the Royal Ontario Museum’s Egyptian galleries, the 
Tutankhamun exhibition, an aspect of the Gallery’s per- 
manent collection, and lunch or dinner, attracted groups 
from all over North America. To complete these unique 
projects nine ten-day trips to “Visit Tutankhamun in 
Egypt” were offered to Gallery members and attracted 
over 700 travellers ably escorted by members of the 
Volunteer Committee. 

The tangible result of these efforts is expressed in the 
over half-million dollar net profit which will be allocated 
toward the purchase of works of art and support of The 
Grange. The valuable contribution of time, energy and 
creative goodwill given by volunteers toward their pur- 
pose of promoting and supporting the Art Gallery of 
Ontario has been well met.
